Secretary of W ar Gives Instructions 


That Military Establishment Be 


Reduced to 233.000 Officers 


and Men by Sept. 30. 


Washington,

7. — Secretary 
Baker's order reducing the army to 
233,000 officers and men by Sept. 30 
may force the question of a perma­ 
nent military policy before this ses­ 
sion of congress. 
Military experts iM'lieve only speedy 
passage of the army reorganization 
bill will prevent demoralization of the 
military establishment. 
The recent army bill makes manda­ 
tory the continuance of the four new 
staff corps: 
Chemical warfare, motor 
transport, tank, and air service—none 
of whic h was provided for in the na­ 
tional defense act. 
Officers and men 
must be* drawn from the line and from 
the regular staff personnel for these 
branches. 


Foresee Skeleton Army. 


“ A return to the status of 1916,” 
was the prediction of one officer. 
In 
that year companies 
could 
muster 
only 35 men and regiments frequently 
were under the charge of one major 
and one captain. 
The general stuff is at work on some 
program which will come within au­ 
thorized expenditures and yet permit 
the retention of a skeleton establish­ 
ment which may he expanded for war. 
Plans for the organization of the 
air service and tank corps looking to 
further progress will have to go by 
the board, it was conceded. 
Services 
will be kept alive through a head­ 
quarters organization with repair men 
and guards at the various depots. 


Troop Requirements. 


Prim ary troop requirements, which 
must be met, include: 
Garrisons for the Philippines. H a­ 
waii and the Panama canal. 60.000 
men; a guard for the southern border, 
now maintained at 30,000; a force of 
MHK) on the Rhine, and. for the pres­ 
ent, 8,000 men for Siberia. 
These total 96,OOO officers and men, 
and do not take into consideration the* 
hundreds of small garrisons needed at 
home, which Is estimated at 20,000 
with a further addition for the coast 
defenses.

Lowest Wages Which May be Paid 
Women and Minors Effective in 
State August 4th 


BASED ON A 48 HOUR WEEK 


The Apprentice Rates Also Raised— 
New Wage Minimums are Called 
Very Fair Ones 


Increases In the lowest wurcs that 
may be paid lawfully to women and 
minors employed In the stale are 
made effective Auk. 4, in an order 
adopted by unanimous vote of the 
Minnesota min imum v a n e commis­ 
sion, following public hearings Mon 
day at the capitol. 
The new wage minim um s are $11 
a week in cities of 5,000 or over aud 
$10.25 in those of smaller population 
based upon a 48-hour week and in 
all cates 23 cents an hour must be 
paid for time In excess of 4 8 bour 
a 
week. 
The 
present 
minimum 
wages in Minneapolis, St. Paul, Du 
Pith and other cities of more than 
5,000 runs from $8.50 to $0 a week, 
regardless of whether .the employe 
works 48 to 54 hours or longer. 
Apprentice rates also are raised 
and the new schedules follow: 
Persons under IM years 
$7.20 u 
week for the first three months' p er­ 
iod; $M.65 for the second, and $10 
for the third, then the regular m ini­ 
mum. 
Persons IM years or over 
$8.65 n 
week for the first three months' per­ 
iod; 
$10 for the second, then the 
regular minimum. 


Cities Under 5.000 Population 
Persons under 18 years 
$6.50 a 
week for the first 
three m o n t ha' 
period; $7.75 for the second, and $9 
for the third, then the regular m in ­ 
imum. 
Persons 18 years or over 
$7.75 a 
week for the first three months* per­ 
iod; $9 for the second, then the re g u ­ 
lar minimum. 
The new wage minimums are hosed 
upon advances In the cost of living 
oh found by the commiaslon, and are 
regarded as “ lowest living wages.'* 
The allowance for room and board 
is placed at $7 a week or 2

a meal in cities of 5,000 or over and 
Ait $6.25 a week or 21 cents a meal In 
smaller places. 
The commission purposes to effect 
a rule whereby IO hours’ night wink 
by a telephone operator shall he r e ­ 
garded as eight hours in tow us of 
less than 5,000 population. 
O th er­ 
wise, however, tin* classification of 
oecuputiona is omitted in the new 
order. 


Forty-fight Hour Week 
The 48-hour week was adopted as 
a sta ndard and the extra 23 cents an 
hour allowance wan made on a sh o w ­ 
ing that 
longer hours leaves the 
worker less time to work for them 
selves and increase the rash ciao of 
living. 
It was explained, for e x a m ­ 
ple, that the girl working 4 8 hours 
a week, has time In which to do 
laundering, sewing and othe r work 
which the girl working longer hours 
must pay to have done. 
The new wage m in imums are call 
cd “ very fair" by Miss Eliza Evans, 
secretary aud active member of the 
commission, who has conducted e x ­ 
tensive investigations to obtain the 
Information which guided the com ­ 
mission in its actions.
